Chief Says George Smith, 
a Canadian, Has Con- 
fessed Murders.

March 3.—Chief of Police Regan 
of East Chicago, Ind., announced 
today that George Smith, a Cari- 
dian, had confessed killing two of 
his three children, whose bodies 
were found floating in the Indiana

Smith said he had been having 
trouble with his wife, who now is 
in England, and, after placing the 
boys in an orphanage for a time, 
decided there was no future for 
them or for himself so decided to 
kill all three of them, George Jr., 
9 years old, and Edgar and Robert, 
7, twins, and then kill himself. 

For some reason Robert was not 
killed and Smith said he himself 
lost his nerve. 

Chi. Regan said Smith told him 
the boys expressed a wish to see 
their grandmother, who is dead. 
Smith said he took them to the 
ship canal, laid a plank out over 
the water, tied the boys together 
with wire, and told the eldest to 
walk the plank and jump into the 
water and he would be with his 
grandmother. The boy cid so and 
pulled his younger brother in 
after him, Smith told police. 

Smith is 39 years old. He came 
to this country from Canada with 
his three boys, but went back to 
Canada and placed them in an 
orphanage. He told the police he 
did not believe this a proper place 
for the boys and returned to Can- 
ada and got them. 

The body of the older boy was 
recovered Feb. 22 and the other 
two days ago. 

For 10 days efforts had been 
made without success to identify 
the older boy. 
the younger. the wire still about 
his body, was found, neighbors of 
Smith, who had lived with a house- 
keeper at East Chicago, recalled 
that his boys were dressed alike. 
Today Smith’s former landlord 
identified the bodies and the twin 
who escaped death identified the 
clothing as belonging to his broth- 
ers.
